1. On 2U June, the undersigned met with CASSOUARI 2$, who 
had just returned from New lork where he had gone to tranandt 
to CASSdfiffir 2 the news that C4SSCMART 5 had re-establlehed w/t 
contact with us. Also to transmit C^SCWARI 3's request for 
CASSCWAKT 2*8 ideas on the immediate steps to be taken in view 
of re-estid>lj^fament of contact with underground headquarters^ 
CASSCttl^ 2 will come to Washington on 26 June to present bis 
plans . 



2. CASSCMART 15 . stated that CASSOWARY 2 felt vezy discour— 
ag(^ despite the fact that we had re-established contact with 
His despondency is based on the current political 
situation, i.e. the activities of AMCOMIIB. The GASSOWAHI ap- 
praisal of their own situation shapes up {q>proxlmately as fol- 
lows: 



1. They now have definite proof that AMCOMLIB Is 
sponsored by CIA>. 

2, '^'^raBA-BGROVETS, with the help of AM3CMLCB, has 
been able to gain an interview with the Pentagon. He 
allegedly spoke with a Lt. Col. McEENZIE, and the re- 
sists of the talk are allegedly written up in a- State 
Department report. 

3« DOIENKO, with the help of AMCOMLIB, was granted 
an Intezview with officials of the State Department. 
Among other things, DOIENKO aslred that financial as- 
sistance be granted to old Ajuirii^^EVITSKY, President 
of the UNR. 

U* Corollary : CIA is exploiting Ukrainian underground 

for intelligence reasons exclusively and gives political 
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type consideration 03iljr to other Ukrainian parties and 
groiqps. American official opinion seems to be that 
the UHVR and all of its affiliates are just a "band of 
cut-throats and murderers" and should not be dealt 
with on serious orert matters. 

3. One of the rumours CAiSSCMAHI 1$ heard in New York was 
that a member of the four-man team ca{)tured in the Ukraine on 
26 April was a Tara^^OIBA-BCROVETS man, a former member of the 
Ukrainian National Guard. This information allegedijr earns from 
a man who attended intelligence courses with the captux^ BULBA 
man. It is the opinion of CASSOtfARY 2 that all of the four Ges- 
tured men were Ukrainians and that possibly' BULBA had made a 
deal with some other groiqp to include his men in missions to 
the Ukraine. CASSGMA^ 15 intimated that he believed the unhasPY 
dispatch was one of ClA.'s.
